be an infringement of the relations which God has 
tnstituted between man and man, if he regret his 
unfortunate connection with it, and desire its ex 
{inctron, EF hail him asa brother—-a fellow-helper 
in the great cause of Christ and homenit, abd 
leave modes of action to his own heart, judgment 
and conscience ; but if, on the other hand, he ad.

On Tuesday morning, the Eighth Annual Meeting of the 
Society was held in the First Baptist Meeting house. The 
exercises consisted of the opening Addresses of the Presi- 
dent, Rev. Dr. Cone, of New York; the annual reports of 
the Board, and the Treasurer, and addresses by the Rev. 
Mr. Everts of New York, Rev. Mr. Neale of Boston, Rev. 
Mr. Dean, missionary of China, and Rev. Mr. Kincaid, 
missionary to Burmah. 

It appeared from tne Report of the American and For. 
eign Bible Society, that the donations made to that Institu. 
tion during the past year, amounted to $27,667 15, and 
the receipts for copies of the Scripiures to $6,885 50; mak- 


ing the total receipts for the depository year, $34,562 70; 


volumes issued, 26,239, valued at $9,483 27. The new 
auxiliaries recognized the laet year, number 60; and 29 | 
life directors and 285 life members have been enrolled, | 
more than double the number of the preceding year. 

The receipts of the year, more than $11,000 larger shan. 
the preceding, and also larger than any former one, are 
analyzed into the different sources and designations, &e. 
Since the formation o1 the society, it has been enabled to

By the Report of the Secretary of the Home Missionary 
Society, it appears that the operations of the Society have 
been extended over eighteen States of the Union, besides 
stations vecupied in Texas and Canada, The Valley of 
the Mississippi, however, is the principal tieaire of its ac. 
tioa. The amount of receipts into the treasury (inde pen- 
dently of funds received and expended under the direc. 


tion of auxiliary societies) is $18,675. 
The number of missionaries employed, 99. — 
Churches constituted 51 in connectiva with which 32 


ministers have been ordained. 
Members added by baptisin, 813. re 
Sunday schools established, 145, comprising 3910 pu. 


pile. r 
Houses of worship completed, 7. 


In addition to these results, auxiliary Societies, in dif 
ferent States, have received into their several treasuries 
the sum uf $30,625, have employed 260 missionaries and 
agents, whose labors joinily have been equal io the labor ol 
one man 133 years; 1435 persons have been received to 
church membership by baptism; 18 new churches organ. 
ized, and 15 ministers ordained. 

The labors of the Society during the past year have been 
considerably more extensive than during any previous one 
of its existence. 

Afier the accep'ance of the Report had been moved by 
the Rev. Mr. Bennett of New York, the Rev. Baron Stow 
led the devotion of the Society in prayer, with special re- 
ference to the decease of several prominent members. 

The committee to take into consideration the resolation 
adopted at the last annual meeting of the Society in Phila. 
delphia That a commitiee be appointed, eonsisting of 
three from the North, three from the South, and three from 
the West, with the President of the Society as chairman, to 
take into consideration the subjeet of an amicable dissolu- 
tion ef this Society, or to report such alterations in the Con. 
stitutian as will admit of the co-operation of brethren who 
cherish conflieting views on the subject of slavery,” pre- 
sented two reports ; one from the majority of the commit. 
tee in favor of continuing the Society on its present basis, 
and the other, a minority Report, in favor of dissolution. 

From verbal statements made by the Commttee it ap. 
peared that circulars had been addressed to the churches 
in six of the non.slave holding States, and that answers 
had been received from 172 out of 9100 churches address. 
ed. 

Dr, Wayland, in a report of the proceedings at Provi. 
dence, says he is alarmed at the tendency of these appeals 
to the Churehes—that none could tell where they would 
end, The Society was not formed of Churches, but contrib. 
utors. But even if this was eorrect in principle, the num. 
ber of Churches heard from was far too small to furnish 
any basis for action. One hundred and seventy.two church- 
es out of nine thousand and some hundreds was a very 

small proportion. He coneluded by moving that the two 
reports be laid on the table; which motion prevailed.— 
Dr, Welch, of Albany, then offered the following resolu.

Whereas, the American Baptist Home Missionary Soci- 
ety, seomposed of contributors, residing in slaveholding 
and non-slave-holding States, and whereas, the Constitu- 
tion recognizes no distinction among the members of the 
Society as to eligibility to all the offices and appointments 
in the gift, both of the Society and of the Board; and 
whereas, ithas been found that the basis on which the 
Society was organized is one upon which all the members 
and friends of the Society are not now willing to act ;— 
therefore, 

1, Resolved, That in our opinion itis expedient that the 
members now forming the society, should hereafter act in 
feparate organizations at the South and at the North, in 
promoting the objects which were origivally coatemplated 
by the Society. i 

2. Resolved, That a committee be appointed to report 
a plan by which the ebject contemplated in the preceding 
resolution may be accomplished in the best way, and at 
the earliest period of time, consistently with the preserva. 
tion of the constitutional rights of all the members, and 
wich the least possible interruption of the society. 


The Society then adjourned to 9 o,cloek, Thursday mor. 
ning ; when an animated discussion arose,in which Messrs. 
| Maginnis, Colver, Tucker,Church,and others took part,and 
| at the conclusion of which,amidst much excitement, the vote 
_wastaken,and the amendmeat was adopted,—ayes 135, 
| noes 59. 

The question now came up on the resoution as amend. 
ed, and after some. exciting conversation, it was adopted. 

The number of the committee having been fixed at sev- 
en, the chair nominated Messrs. Maginnis, Tucker, Webb, 
Taylor, Wayland, Sears and Duncan. 

Mr. Colver (we quote the report of the Gaz.) complained 
that this was a one sided committee, and said he should 
vote against it, Other members seemed dissatisfied, and 
the vo'e was taken on confirming the nomination while 
the most excited feeling evidenily prevailed throughout the 
house. The vote resulted in the appointment of the gen- 
Uemen natmed ; and while half a dozen members were 
trying to obtain the floor, the meeting adjourned to meet 
again atthe callof the President—probably Thursday af. 
ternoon. 


Since preparing the above, we have read asketch of the 
debate in the Providence Journal. After the resolutions of 
Dr. Welch, above quoted, had been introduced, the previ- 
ous question was moved, but afterwards withdrawn. 


The Rev. Mr. Campbell, of Georgia, stated that he ob- 
jected to the resolution on several grounds. I. It had 
been said that this resolution was an expression of North- 
ern feeling. He asked repeatedly, is this Society a North. 
ern institute 2? Certainly not. 2. We regard it as a vio. 
lation of the letter and spirit of the Constitution of the So. 
ciety. Do the Northern men suppose that Southern men 
would have gone into this organization but on equal terms? 
Our churches are regular Baptist churches; and our fa- 
thers who joined this Society expected they would be treat. 
ed assuch. 3. It had been said that a large proportion of | 
the Baptists at the South are slaves; but we claim to be | 
regular Baptist churches. In passing such a decision on 
us, you casta censure on Heaven itself; and, as far as this 
decision is concerned, you prescribe yourselves. To pass 
this resolution would be to destroy the Society, as far ae 
the Sonthis coneerned. Qn this point we have deep feel. 
ing. Our best men are from the North,and we need more | 
such men, But pass that resolution, and they can come 
among us no more. Is it right, ia the sight of God or 
man, to pass, in a national institution, a resolution so see- 
tional in its character? Would it be constitutional 7— | 
Would it be Christian ? The resolution ig a violation of the | 
constitution ; and I warn you of its effects on the Society | 
and the union of these States. But, even if this resolution |

against slavery. The same was trae, then, of many other | 
men atthe South. Allusion had been made to the disci. | 
pline of the churches. It*ia not claimed that we should | 
interfere with the independence of the Southern churches. 
Mr. C. quoted several passages, showing that the applica. 
tion of Serptures by the churches of the South would 
soon remove slavery from the land. And yet we are told 
that we must allow our missionaries to take the Bible to de. 
fend this institution, at which humanity revolts. Our 
brethren in the ministry at the South are themselves in 
bondage. Their hearts might flow over with kindness to 
their brethren whocame from the North, but the master 
mob rule at the South, and tells the Southern preacher 
what he shall say and hear from others. 

He did not want division, God knew that his heart held 
no unkind feeling towards the South; if they would con. 
tinwe with the Society on the platform of this resolution, he 
would iake them to his heart andhis home. He would 
treat no one of the Southern brethren i'l; but, for their 
own sakes, he was bound to remonstrate and entreat un. 
til slavery is entirely and forever abandoned. He longed 
for the davs of peace to return ; but while slavery was in 
the churches, peace is impossible. 

Rev. Dr. Wayland then spoke ; bnt we have given his 
remarks before. ‘To what we have quoted from him,how. 
ever, we may edd the following :— ; 

A man could hold property in man, and yet the circum. 
stances and feelings under which be holds it may be such 
as to make him as innocent of slavery as he was. No 
thenghiful.man, it seemed to him, could vote on that reso. 
lution in the affirmative. Besides it is against the consti- 
tution.

There is no Society 
left, and no one has a right so to act in this case. Ifa 
division is deemed necessary, and is called for let it be 
done constitutionally.

He regretted to hear remarks made here on the distinet 
question of Slavery and anti-slavery. The only question 
is, does the appointment of a slaveholder as a missionary 
involve a constitutional violation, or not? He believed the 
union of Christian men athing to be sought after. It was 
the last thing Jesus Christ prayed for. Brethren had said 
that a dissolution would bring peace. But such a dissolu- 
lution as is now contemplated cannot but be disastrous. 

What is the point of conscience here ? Have not the 
South aright to appoint their own missionaries? Are we 
responsible in any way ? How can any man’s conscience 
be pressed on such a point? With this understanding, 
he could co-operate with his brethren at the South, although 
he thought them in grievous errors on this subject. But it 
is an unfair thing forus to decide a question of this kind 
in this one-sided manner. The South are not represented 
here. Let us be just to freemen as well as slaves—-acting 
fairly, honcrably, uprightly to all, If, then, ic shall be nee. 
essary hereafter to divide, let us give whatis due to the 
other parties of the compact who are not here to act, 

Dr. Wayland closed with moving the reference of the 
ote to a special committee, 

ev. Mr. Choules said that if not a Southern brother had 
been present, the decision of this question in the affirma. 
tive would be perfectly just and fair, The South had been 
thoroughly notified ; and if they bad failed to attend, it 
was not the fault of this Society, As to expediency and 
referring this question let it be remem c 
had been referred to a committee last , and it was ex.

the cause of the Christ, and the gloty of the God. He 
would treat those brethren kindly,as he feels toward them ; 
but he should vore for the resolution. We ought to breathe 
the spirit of Christ, and show it to the friends of the dear 
Redeemer. We hope the day of universal liberty is com- 
ing, when these brethren of the South will thank us for this 
decision, and meet us with open arms. 

Rev. Mr. Blain, of Connecticut, said thathe would not 
lift his voice to sever hearts that God would nave united. 
But the South had demanded a decision, and it was time 
a decision was had. Conventions, Associations, Church. 
es atthe North, had long been agitated with this question « 
and it was time that it was putto anend. We have wait. 
ed, and looked forward, and hoped that the light would yet 
spread and unite the North against slavery. Let us now 
pray for pardon for the undue heat of the past; and now 
that we are met on aground where we see and (eel right, 
let us go forward unitedly. The South has always been 
united in favar of slavery. Letus be united against it.— 
A prompt answer is demanded of this Society by the South; 
and as they have received it from the Foreign Mission 
Board, let them receive it from us. No Board can have 
this co-operation that will appoint a defender of slavery, 
ora voluntary holder of God's temples and members of 
Christ as slaves, as a missionary. He believed the day 
was coming when the South would bless the day when this 
decision was taken, so as God will approve it. 

Rev. Dr, Williams deprecated the passage of the reso. 
lution, and hoped the whole subject would be referred to a 
specialcommittee. He felt regret that while Baldwin and 
Farman could meet together in the Foreign Mission, and 
Going and Mercer in the Home Mission, we who kept 
their graves, should be so willing to separate. We should 
injure the slaves by the separation. We cannot prove the 
sin of slaveholdiag by this act; for Christian men hold 
men as property. We cannot deny the Christian char. 
acter of the South by legislation. The past history of the 
Church and the country, warns us that we cannot stop 
here. We must lovk atthe consequences that are before 
us, He desired the ultimate liberation of the enslaved ;— 
but he would divide, if divide we must, so as to leave as 
litile alienation as possible behind. 

The Rev. Dr. Sears asked: Does any one suppose that 
our Southern brethren will co-operate after the passage of 
thie resolution? The South would go off as one man; 
but he solemnly believed this was not the way to divide.— 
If adivision be made, it is to the everlasting dishonor of 
the North. The question of slavery does not come into 
this decision, so as to secure an amicable division; and 
posterity will regard the South as the injured party. 

Itis unconstitutional, The constitutionality of this res. 
olution has not been shown. The moral results on all our 
moral! and religious action are pernicious. Doves not ques. 
tion the corrupiness of slavery ; but, then, we must take 
measures here en constitutional grounds. Under the pres. 
ent circumstances,our violation of the Constitution will fur- 
nish a dangerous. precedent. What will be sacred in the 
constitution, if such a violation takes place? Will it not 
be a tocsin for the dissolution of all societies? Where can 
there be permanent union at the North? Let us secure 
division, if it must be had, as J am inclined to think there

Mr. Welch, of New York, replied, that if he knew any- 
thing of his own heart, he had an earnest desire to be hon.

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Foreign Mission Board. 

The thirty-first annual meeting of the Baptist Board of 
Foreign Missions was held in the meeting-house of the 
First church, Providence, on Wednesday, April 30, at 10 
o'clock, A.M. The Rev. Cephas Bennett, of New York, 
opened the meeting with prayer, and the Rev. Dr. Cone, 
in the absence of Dr. Sharp, the President of the Board, 
took the chair. Afier the preliminary business was dis- 
posed of, the annual Reports of the Treasurer, the Home 
and Foreign Secretaries were read. We shail publish an 
abstract of these reports next week. We have only room 
now to say, that the receipts for the year ending April |, 
1845, have been as follows :—From legacies and dona. 
tions by individuals, churehes and auxiliary societies, $71- 
876 20; from the general government and other societies, 
$10,400 ; from Missionary Magazine, $26,75; expendi- 
tures, $94,785 28; excess of expenditures above receipts, 
$12,482 33; debt at the close of last year, $27,706 16; 
present debt, $40,188 40. 

We are indebted to the Watehman for the following par. 
ticulars relating to the debate on the “Alabama Resolu. 
tions,” 

The Committee on the Alabama Resolutions reported—

ed a reselve pledging them ‘their co-operation and libe- 
ral support.” The Report as a whole, and the resolations 
were then adopted. 

In the evening a public missionary meeting was held and 
addresses were made by Rev. Mr. Dean, who introduced 
his Chinese companion to the audience. He made a few 
remarks tothe assembly, Mr. Dean acting interpreter, and 
several questions were proposed, which were answered in 
the same manner. Among the questions proposed, Rev. 
Dr, Cone, the President, asked whom he loved most? The 
question being interpreted by the missionary, the convert. 
ed heathen quickly and with great animation replied, “I 
love God the Father most, I love God the Son most, and I 
love God the Holy Spirit most.” 

Rev. Mr, Kincaid then addressed the meeting, urging

The Result. 

It will be seen from the proceedings at Providence, that 
there is to be a separation between Northern and South. 
ern Baptists in missionary operations ; at least, we suppose 
itis thus decided, The Home Mission Society is to be 
amicably divided, and as the Acting Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions are fully sustained in the position they have assumed 
with reference to slavery, it is understood that the South 
will generally withdraw. Only three or four Southern 
brethren were present at Providence; but with regard to 
the continued co-operation of the South, as matters now 
stand, we suppose they expressed the general opinion and 
feeling of Baptists in the slaveholding States. Such a sep- 
aration we have considered inevitable ; and we are per- 
suaded that any plastering provisions or compromise ex- 
pedients, (had anything of the kind been adopted,) would 
have been of no avail. 

Although there was some excitement during the discus. 
sions, we rejoice that so much of kind feeling was mani- 
fest in the conclusion; and we now sincerely trust that by 
both Northern and Southern Christians ‘all bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clamor, and evil speaking, may be 
put away, with all malice.” Our Southern brethren must 
at least award sincere conscientiousness to their anti-sla- 
very brethren at the North; and we are free to say that 
we cannot expect Southern Baptists, with their present 
views and feelings, to continue their co-operation with us, 
Yet there is surely no occasion for quarrelling; and we 
hope and pray that there may be so much of genuine mis- 
sionary feeling cherished by all Baptists in all sections of 
our country, that true Christians will still be bound togeth- 
er in heart, in spite of all the evil influences that can be 
brought to bear upon them. We see no zreat oecasion 
for alarm, nor for despondency. ‘* The Lord reigneth.” 
And now let Northern and Southern Baptists alike feel 
their responsibility, and fulfil their obligations. None of 
us have now any plea for withholding our interest or our 
funds from the great work of spreading the gospel in the 
earth ; and if we can agree to “provoke each other to love 
and to good works,” we shall expect bye-and.bye to agree 


in matters where we now differ. As the storm.cloud pass. 


es away, we hope to see the sun shine out all the brighter, 
and the bow of promise and encouragement spanning the 
heavens. May God, even our God, bless us, and all the 
ends of the earth see his salvation. 


Missionary Life. 
Ta looking over the Missionary Magazine for May, we 
were struck somewhat forcibly with the toils and the vari- 


in enumerating the difficulties he had to contend with,men- 
tions “the care of all the churches” as one of not the least 
magnitude. So with our missionaries in the East, ‘the 
care ot the churches” must necessarily impose burdens up- 
them, the magnitude of which we can have but very lit. 
tle conception. The task of visiting these churches as of. 
ten as he can make it convenient, imposes on the missiona. 
ry an arduous labor, which is often attended with great 
danger both from the robbers who infest the country, and 
the imperfect modes of conveyance with which he is sup. 
plied; and then on his arrival at a christian village, he is 
sometimes called to sympathize with the mere remnant of 
it, the greater part having been swept off by the cholera, 
or some other disease. 

Mr. Abbot of Ameriea, in his journai, describes some of 
these scenes. At Magezzin, where the church numbers 
177 members, Mr. A. baptized seventy-five converts, and 
found that thirty-one who had not been baptized, but were 
waiting for the ordinance, bad died of cholera. From Ma. 
gezzin, Mr, A. sailed for Ongkyoung, in a small boat, and 
after eneountering a head wind and rain, which threatened 
to drive them out to sea, they finally reached the mouth of 
a small creek where they waited till the storm was over.— 
On reaehing Ongkyoung, he thus describes the desolations 
caused by the cholera: 

.“T looked out through the village, and its desolate ap- 
pearance filled me with sorrow, as it called to my mind 
that desolating scourge that swept through the place a few 
months since with such destructive fatality. Of the 140 fa. 
milies that emigrated, only twenty remain. I struck the 
gong and called the people together, and preached a funer. 
al sermon for 120 souls. Towards evening walked around 
and visited each family,—in nearly every one of which are 
some ill, either of fever, or measles, or of some of the many 
diseases to which Karens are subject, which have no Eng. 
lish name, ne family of fifteen persons, consisting of the 
grandfather and his descendants, were every individual 
prostrated with fever. Their harvest has remained unreap. 
ed, and been destroyed by wild beasts. The old man re. 
lated to me the tale of his sufferings with big tears. Many 
of the people are disheartened, and, not without good rea. 
son, wish to leave the place.” 

There are, in the midst of sorrow and gloom some scenes 
that are calculated to smooth the toils of his weary life. 

“‘Atevening 150 assembled atthe table of the Lord.— 
With what solemn and intense joy does the disciple of 
Crist think of those endearing words,—*Do this in re- 
membrance of me!” Yes, precious Saviour! We re. 
member thy sufferings and death,—thy bleeding mercy,— 
thy dying love,—thine atoning dlood !” ;
